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One Bereno evening in the middle of 
August. 1775, CYipUm Warrens, the 
master of El/e Greenland, \vhaleship, 
found hiuiHolf be loam ed among an im- 
menae number of ieobo rgs, in about 77 
degrees of north latitude On one 
side, and within smile of his vessel, 
those were of iiiimonse bight and a 
anccesaion of snow covered peaks ap- 
pefirod behind each other as far as tho 
eye; could - roach, showing that the 
ocean was completely blocked up in 
that quarter, ami that it had probably 
l.^enso for a long time. Captain 
Warrens did not feel altogether satis- 
fied with his situation; hut there be- 
ing no wind , could not move oithor 
ono way or the other, and he would 
bo safe' as long as tho icebergs con- 
tinued in their respective places. 

About midnight tho wind rose to a 
gale, accompanied by a thick shower 
of snow, while a succession of tremen- 
dous thundering, grinding and crush- 
ing noises^ gave fearful evidence that 
the ice was in motion. Tho vessel ro- 
ceived violent shocks every moment; 
for tho haziness of tho atmo.spcro pro- 
vented those on board from discover- 
ing in'what direction the open water 
lay, or it thoro actually was any at all 
on oithor side of them. The night was 
(jpent in tacking as often as any cause 
of danger happened to present itself, 
and in tho morning tho storm abated 
and Captain Warrens found, to his 
great joy, that his ship had, not sus- 
tained any serious injury. Ho remark- 
ed with surprise that tho accumulated 
iceborgs, which had on tho preceding 
evening formed an impenetrable bar- 
rier, had been separated and disar- 
ranged by the -wind, and that in ono 
place a canal or open sea wound its 
course among them as far as the eye 
could dheo n 

It was two miles beyond the entrance 
to this canal that a ship made its ap- 
pearance about no'in. The sun shono 
brightly at tho timo and a gentle 
breeze blew from the north. At first 
somo intervening icebergs prevented 
Oopt. Warrens from distinctly seeing 
anything bat her masts, but ho was 
struck with the strange manner in 
which her sails were disposed and with 
tho dismantled aspect of her yards and 
rigging. She continued to go beforo 
the wind lor a few furlongs, and then 
grounding upon tho low icebergs, re- 
mained motionless. 

Capt. Warrens' curiosity was so 
much excited that he immediately 
leaped into his boat with several sea- 
men, and rowed toward her. On ap- 
proaching ho observed that her hull 
was miserably weatherbeaten, and not 
n soul appeared on the deck, which 
Was covered with snow to a consider- 
able depth. He hailed her crew seve- 
ral times, but no answer was returned. 
Previous to stopping on board, an upon 
port-holo near tho main chains caught 
his oyo, and on looking into it, ho 
percoivod a man reclining back in a 
chair, with writing materials on a table 
beforo him; but tho feebleness of tho 
light made everything indistinct. 
Tho party wont upon dock, and hav- 
ing removed tho hatchway, \vh\eh they 
found closed, thoy doscondod Co thu 
cabin. 

They first rnmo to the apartment which 
Oaptniu Wnrrens viewed through th« 
pilot-hole. A ttomor soized him rts lie 
ontorod it. Ita inmate retained his for- 
mer position, and seemed to bo iiiaonsihlo 
to strangers. Ho was found to bo n. 
corpse, and a green damp mould had 
ooverotl his cheeks and forehead, and 
vbiled hia open eyeballs, lie had a pun 
in his hand and a log-book lay on the 
t»blo before him, the Inst sentence- in 
■whoso unfinished page ran thus: 

"Novemb<>>- 17t',2. Wo have now 
boon incl>- ' tho ice sprontoen days. 
'JL'ho firn win. yesterday, and our 

master has bee.. * since trying to 
kindle it again w. <i suooesi. His 
■wifo died this morning. jero is no ro- 
)ief— " 

Captain Warrons and his seamen hur- 
rioil from the spot without uttering a 
word. On entoiing ttio principal cabin 
tho first pbjeot that attracted their atten- 
tion was the dead body of a femalo re- 
clining on abed, in an attitude of deep 
interest and attention. Her countenanco 
retained the frctiliiies.s of life, and a con- 
traction of the limbs showed that her 
form was lm.nimato. Seated on the floor 
■was the corpse of an apparently young 
map, holding a stoel in one hand and a 
flint in the other, as if in the act of strik- 
ing firo upon somo tinder which lay be- 
side him . In tho fore part of the vessel 
several suilprs wero found lying dead in 
thoir berths; and tho body of a boy wan, 



crouched at the bottom of tho gangway 
stairs. Noither provision nor fuel could 
bo diacorered anywhere; but Captain 
WaTrens was proventod, by tho supersti- 
tious prejudices of his soaiuen, from ex- 
amining tho vessol as minutely as he 
wished to havo dono. Ho therefore 
carriod away tho log-book already men- 
tioned, and returned to his own ship, and 
immediately steered to the southward, 
deeply impressed with tho awful example 
which ho had just witnessed of the dan- 
ger of navigating tho Polar seas in high 
northern latitudes. 

On returning to England ho made 
various inquiries respecting vessels that 
hnd disappeared in an unknown way, 
and, by comparing the results of those 
with tho information which was afforded 
by the written documents in his posses- 
sion, ha ascortainod the name and history 
of the imprisoned ship aud of the unfor- 
tunate mastor, and found that sho had 
been frozen in thirtoon years previous to 
tho timo of his discovering her among 
the ico. 

Central Africa. — The French Gov- 
ernment, doubtless inspired by tho suc- 
cesses of Livingstone, Stanley, Schwoin- 
furth, Camoron, and other African tra- 
vellers, has resolved to despatch an ex- 
ploring orpeaition into Central Africa. 
Tho enterprise will be under tho manage- 
ment of M. Savoignan do Brazza, a naval 
ollicor, who for two years has been mak- 
ing preliminary arrangements in Senegal 
and olsowhoro. IIo will bo acoompanied 
by M. Marcho. who has already made a 
suecossful expedition up tho Bivpr Ogo- 
way in company with tho Marquis do 
Compiegne. These two travellers, in- 
deed, reached tho furthest limits which 
have as yet been attained inland in this 
part of Africa. Lieutenant Camoron, 
according to tho latest intelligence, was 
preparing much further noutli to desooud 
to the coast from Lake Tanganyika, and 
in M. Mnrche'o opinion he will probably 
discover that tho (Jongo issues from Lake 
Tanganyika in tho samo way as the Nile 
does from tho Lako of Eastern Africa.

As to tlie Action of tlio 
Senate. 

Mr. Mackenzie's visit to England 
has given rise to much conjecture, 
Different causes are assigned as hav- 
ing impelled tho visit, and it is 
certain — as wo have repeatedly point- 
ed out— that the shocking muddle 
into which tho Local Government have 
contrivod to get the Indian affairs of 
the Province, and tho action of the 
Senate in throwing out tho EsquiniaU- 
Ntmaimo Bailway Bill, will come in for 
a share of attention from Lord Carnar- 
von and the Premier. With respect to 
the Indian matter, wo arc quite prepar- 
ed to learn any day that tho Imperial 
Government have applied a very dras- 
tic and effective remedy for the euro 
of tho evil. Lord Carnarvon's dis- 
patch, which Mr. Walkem received a 
mail or two since, shows plainly that 
the Imperial Government are of opin- 
ion that our Indians have been deeply 
wronged, and perhaps tho next thing 
"on tho cards" will be a representa- 
tive from tho Indian tribes— following 
the illustrious example of Mr. Wal- 
kem himself — on his marrowbones be- 
fore the Throne complaining of a 
breach of faith on the part of the Bri- 
tish Columbia Government towards 
its aboriginal population. In tho mat- 
ter of tho Island Bailway, however, 
British Columbia has certainly a griev- 
ance; and whether the vials of her 
wrath should be poured out upon tho 
Canadian Government's head or upon 
the head of its own Government, Lord 
Carnarvon will shortly be called on to 
decide. Say what we may of Canada's 
failure to carry out the Relaxed Terms, 
it is now generally conceded in this 
Province that tho British Columbia 
Government were guilty of a breach 
of faith towards the Imperial arbitra- 
tor in their refusal to legislate upon 
the Relaxed Terms of Union. We 
have excellent authority for stating 
that Earl Carnarvon regards the refus- 
al to alter the Terms as inconsistent 
with Mr. Walkem's professions and 
promises made before leaving London 
for home. We have it over Lord Car- 
narvon's own signature that he consi- 
dered that tho Terms wero really al- 
tered, for ho says that the "new 
Terms" will be "substituted for the 
old aud impossible Terms." When 
Mr. Walkem reaches Ottawa on his 
way back we find Mr. Mackenzie 
advising him to tako legislative action 
on tho new Terms; aud wo find the 
delegate stating that legislative action 
is unnecessary. Again and again the 
plain line of duty is pointed out. 
Ho is told that there is a 
■acred principle underlying this 
question which ought to bo of more im- 
portance than his portfolio. Tho reso- 
lution of the House (for which he him - 
•elf voted) pledging the Government to 
an appeal to the People in tho event of 
an alteration of the railway term is 
quotod; but Mr. Walkem obstinately re- 
fuse* to take the People into his confi- 
dence and spurns tho advice of Mr. Mac- 
kenzie. Upon his return to liritish Col- 
umbia Mr. Walkem states over and over 
agaiu that there has been no alteration- 
no relaxation. In the House he deliber- 
ately repeats the assertion— there lias 
boon no alteration — consequently an ap- 
peal to the People is not necessary. At 
the very moment that these asseverations 
■were being swallowed as Gospel by the 
too-credulous majority in our House, 
Mr. Mackenzie was informing the Ottawa 
Houbo that there had been mi alteration 
of tho terms. When he introduced the 
Esquimalt-Nanaimo Railway Bill ha in 
peated that statement, and upon that as- 
■uruoce the Bill was passed by the Uouao. 
In tho Senate the Bill was violently at- 
tacked by the Tories— the very party 
with which the Government of this Pro- 
vince has always acted iu accord; but no 
anxiety was felt by tho frieudi of the 
Bill. Unfortunately on tho evening pre- 
ceding tbe day on which the measure 
oame up in the Senate hies of the Vic- 
toria organ of the Local Governuienl 
roaohed Ottawa. Those liles contained 
tho official replies of Mr. Walkem an I 
Mr. Beaven to questions put iiy members 
of tho Local Rouse. Those gentlemen 
were reported as having stated that then, 
had been no alteration of tho Terms of 
Union. That report sealed the fate of 
the Bill. From that moment it was 
doomed. Throe of its best friends spoke 
and Toted against it .it once, declaring 
that a snare had been set to entrap Ca- 
nada. "If thero has been no alteration," 
aaked Senator Penny, a firm friend of 
the measure, "Why ask us to pass this 
Bill?" Senator Bead said, "In the Com 
nionn wo find Mr. Mackenzie stating that 
this rond in to bo given to liritish Col- 
nubia ia compensation for a relaxation 
of tho Terms. In tho British Columbia 
House we have tho Premier and one of 
his Ministers declaring that the Terms 
havo not been altered," Tho point that 
Lord Curnarvou is now called on to de- 
oido is, whether to tho Canadian Govern- 
ment or the British Columbia Govern- 
ment is duo the loss of the Snqaimalt- 
Nanaimo Railway Bill ? Whether the 
broach of faith wuh Mr. Mackenzie's or 
Mr. Walkem's? We have always believ- 
ed that the lattor hud been guilty of a 
tloublo breach of faith— first, to Earl 
CaruttrTon; and, second, to the People 
of Briti«h Columbia. We sliull be glud 
— for the rvtko of our unfortunate Pro- 
vinen- to find that wo havo boon miu- 
takon. 



A Manitoba Scandal. 

Manitoba has its "scandal, "in which 
tho new Premier, Hon. R. A. Davis, is 
the central figure. Tho basis of the 
story is an assertion that in order to 
secure tho election of n friend in tho 
district, of Kildonan Mr. Davis bought 
off an Opposition candidate who was 
to retire, vote for tho Government can- 
didate and induco his friends to do the 
same, and in return for this service lie 
was to receive a specified sum of mon- 
ey. Tho bargain was struck, and in 
nearly all respects carried out. Tho 
candidate withdrew, voted for tho Gov- 
ernment men, and received Premier 
Davis' cheque through a third patty. 
The money, it- is said, was raised by 
the members of the Government gen- 
erally. In one point the bargain \v;ia 
not. fulfilled. The retiring candidate 
was expected to see that his friends 
voted for the Government man; they 
did not do so. Premier Davis, find- 
ing that this part of the agreement 
was not being carried out, attempted 
to stop payment of the cheque, but 
lie was too Into, the money had been 
paid over. The mat let - got noised 
abroad, and now tlie Manitoba House 
of Assembly has asked the Lieutenant 
Governor to have it investigated.

Portland and Halt Lakh Railroad. 
Tho following is from Col. W. W. Chap- 
man, President of tho Portland, Dulles, 
and Salt Lako It. It.: "By Into rtdvices 
wo arc informed that our contracts for 
tho construction of tho Portland, Dalles 
and Suit Lako It. B. have boon received 
in London and ^oneidersd, and tho fol- 
lowing modification proposed: That wb, 
instead of tho contractors, locato and 
lnrnish estimates iu tho following detail 
for 200 milos of the road. Upon this be- 
ing dono tho contract will bo signed for 
the construction of tho whole line ns fast 
n« tho estimates should bo made and ap- 
proved. The 100 miles above referred to 
■will reach from Portland to tho town of 
Umatilla, Orogon, connecting with tho 
*nrvey and estimate made by Mr. Blair, 
our engineer, which will reach to La 
Grande, eoat of tho Blue Mountains, in- 
cluding the Walla Walla branch. It is 
the inteutiou, if funds for that purpose 
are supplied, to extend tho puliminary 
line and estimates from La Grand to Ba- 
ker City. This is desired in order to fa- 
cilitate obtaining the right of way at an 
early day of putting the work under con- 
struction. It is proper to state that after 
deliberating upon and advising with 
some prominent citizens as to tho proba- 
bility of sufficient stock being taken hero 
to carry the modification iuto effect, we 
have accepted tho modifications and 
caused notice thereof to bo transmitted 
to'tho proper parties, It only remains 
therefore for a compliance ou our part 
and all will be right, and the great enter- 
prise of the Pacific Northwest a success. 
The original contract drawn in Loudon 
provides that the contractors should sur- 
vey and estimato the cost of construction, 
and if it did not exceed an average of 
$30,000 per mile for the whole linn, then 
the contract should be carried into ofTect. 
If it did, then it should bo optional with 
them." 



A Thriving City. — Tho Ottawa /'Vee 
Press suys: "'Toronto furnishes a strik- 
ing, iustnnco of what an enterprising 
spirit in promoting railway enterprises 
will do for a community. It is hut a few 
years since t ho Credit Valley, Toronto, 
Grey nod Bruce, Northern Extension 
and Nipissiug Railways were mooted, and 
within the last few years the energy and 
prudent liberality of the people of Toron- 
to have carried all those schoaies into 
effect. In 187'2 tho total assessment of 
tho city of Toronto was 832,000,000. The 
extraordinary impetus given to business , 
the increase of population, and to value 
of property, and to the production of 
wealth, by the promotion of railway en- 
terprises, iii shown by the fact that the 
assessment of Toronto for 1875 bIiows 
$4G,o80,o-1S, an increase in three years of 
fourteen millions and a half of dollars. 
The annual debt incurred by the issue 
of -debentures for aid to these railways 
is* now fully met by the special rate upon 
the increase of the assessment alone. Tho 
lesson is one which can be advantageous- 
ly studied by tho citizens of Ottawa."

" Cobmack'b Journey across New- 
FOUNDLAND. " — An excellent reprint of 
"The Narrative of a journey across tho 
Island of Newfoundland by W. E. Cor- 
mack, Esq.," has just been published at 
St. John's, Newfoundland. Oorinaek ia 
tho only European who has ever crossed 
the island; and his "narrative" is exceed- 
ingly valuable, and may be read with all 
tho interest of a romance. Tho "narra- 
tive" has been long out of print, and co- 
pies of it aro very rare. The present re- 
print is edited tho Rev. M. Harvey, who 
has had access to the original manuscript, 
and has thus been able to correct tho nu- 
merous errors which had crept into the 
first edition. To his suggestion the pub- 
lic are indebted for tliis welcome publi- 
cation. The edition is rendered addi- 
tionally attractive by a short sketch of 
tho "Lifo of Cormack," and a report of 
the lion. Mr. Noad, Surveyor-General of 
tho Colony, which appeared many years 
ago, but was almost lost sight of. Tho 
prieo of the pamphlet is but thirty cents; 
and it is published at tho office of the 
Morning Chronicle. Mr. Cormack died 
at Now Westminster iu this Provinee mue 
or ton years ago. Ho used to take much 
interest in narrating his adventures while 
crossing Newfoundland, and was a firm 
believer in tho vast wealth of that oolo- 

Tab Lanterns, etc., for the now light- 
houses having arrived, people ttre begin- 
ning to ask, where is Mr. Baker, the con- 
tractor, of Montreal, why has he not 
"panned out" before now ? Tho Uomin 
ion Government has shown its good faith 
by providing the most important and cost 
ly parts of tho structure.

Chicaoo, June 10. — Tho "Times'" 
Washington special says: Tho projoct 
of annexing the rich mining country of 
Northern Moxieo was not stopped by 
tho failure of tho Mexican Senatorial 
excursion, but is being carefully nour- 
ished by the original projectors of tho 
plan. Tho Provinces aro Jail of rich 
natural resources. The pla'i is devel- 
oping through the labo 's of the Mexi- 
can claims commission, whoso work is 
nowdrawingtoaclose. At, present A- 
inorieau claims against tho Mexican 
Government preponderate over the 
Mexican Government's claims some '20 
millions.

Londou, June 11 — In the House of 

Commons this morning, Mr. Cross, 
Secretary of State for the Home De- 
partment, introduced bills amending 
the labor laws. They provide that 
breach of contract calculated to cause 
public injury by work peoplo employ- 
ed iu a public capacity as in thosunply 
of gas and water, shall be dealt with 
criminally, and such broach cases shall 
bo regarded tho same as matters of 
civil contract to be settled by county 
courts. Tho laws against picketing 
eontinuo in force. Tho defendants, 
however, are to have option of trial by 
justice or jury. In regard to strikes 
uo agreement to do any non-criminal 
action iu relation to disputes between 
master and workman shall bo punish- 
as a couspiiaey. The bills wero road 
first timo. 

The Popo in reply to an address pre- 
vented him ou the 1st inst., from the 
students of a college in America, thank- 
ing him for the elevation of Bishop Mc- 
Closkey to the cardinalate, alluding to 
the excellent rocoption given to tho ap- 
pointment in America, added "It seems 
that tho harvest in America is ripo- and 
laborers alouo aro wanting. You aro pre- 
paring yourselves for that work. Prepare 
especially by example iu order to convert 
that great nation." 

Berlin, Juno 10,-- The tribunal at 
Posen has sentenced Prince Bishop Dr. 
Foorster of Breslau to a line of 2,000 
marks or 133 days imprisonment for ille- 
gally excommuuioatinn a priest, 

Nisw Yona June ID. —The steamship 
State of Germany, which arrived this 
forenoon, brought five seamon of the Do- 
minion Lino steamship Vioksburg, from 
Montreal for Liverpool, which was sunk 
by ioo on Thursday Juno 1st. The men 
were up to Juno 5th, nearly dead from ex- 
posure. They toll a fearful tale. Her 
boats were launched with a largo number 
of persons, but the greater number were 
seoii to perish without getting into the 
boats. The Vioksburg went down in the 
midst of the ice, and her bows were sur- 
rounded by ice. The rescued wero on 
Hold ice when picked up. Tho other 
boats have not yet been heard from. The 
l'(ve men rescued had their feet and logs 
frozen so much that their boots had to bo 
out from their feet. It is thought that 
forty peoplo with the Captain, went down 
with the Vioksburrg. The steamer was 12 
miles north of St. Johns when sho sank.

The Bessemer Steamer. 

A correspondent of the London 
"Daily News" writes as follows about 
tbis celebrated vessel: — 

I arrived hero this afternoon in timo 
to seo tbo Bessemer get under weight. 
She was lying in tho bond of the pier, 
in comparatively smooth wator, al- 
though the smaller craft at anchor 
wero rocking never-ending lullabys on 
tho swell at the end of the pier. The 
sea had tho full benefit of the wester- 
ly wind, and the waves wero rushing 
along in respectable size and decent 
strength. A crowd assembled on the 
Admiralty Pier to seo whether th« 
pitched. That sho would roll every- 
body know. Tho height of her saloons 
and upper decks out of water, her 
width, tho amount of broadside offer- 
ed by tho section out of which two 
paddle-wheels at a great distance 
apart projoct on each side, made it 
very likely that, caught by a wind on 
the beam, tho ship would roll, or, at 
least, heel over; and directly the 
Bessemer entered the open sea she 
justified their apprehensions, but the 
whole business of courso was that the 
swinging saloon is introduced for the 
express purpose of depriving rolling 
of its miserable influences. The men 
on board say that the swinging saloon 
does this; but I havo had no personal 
proof of it, and shall therefore leave 
this as a merely "ex parte" statement. 
In such a sea as was running some 
pitching is inevitable. The Bessemer 
pitched surprisingly little. By-and- 
bye, when we were able to compare 
her movements with those of the' in- 
coming Ostend packet, and tho splen- 
did North German steamer proceed- 
ing down Channel we could observe 
how g ealy the new vessel was. The 
freeboards, tho nose and tail as the 
Millwall Dock critic put it some weeks 
ago, wero most of the time completely 
under water, as it was always expect- 
ed they would be; but the body of the 
ahip — the central structure which 
j prompts some observers to compare 
the Bessemer to an American river 
boat, and others to liken it to a bargo 
lying low under a towering cargo ol 
hay — remained remarkable stiff in the 
heaving seas. After an hour's steam- 
ing tho ship returned to her moorings. 
To-morrow 6lio will come alongside 
the pier to take iu hervisitors, amongst 
whom Dover expects ono if not two 
Royal Princess. The ship hitherto 
has betrayed a marked objection to 
piers and dockheads. She did -100 
francs' worth of damage to tho Calais 
pier (according to the "Journal de 
Calais"), and to-day, on going out to 
the Bay, sho loosened one of tho huge 
granite blocks at tho enteranco to 
Granvillo Dock. Tho fact is, the or- 
dinary entrances to harbours and 
docks were not made for such Tritons 
as tho Bessemer, and it requires some 
littlo actual experience to get accus- 
tomed to her whims and ways. Ships, 
liko many men and womeu, requiroa 
deal of humouring.
